HE BURIED HIMSELF. 

The Unique Suicide of a Mexican ln< 

dian in California. 
Jose Mendez was a Mexican In- 
dian who killed himself in 1862 in 
San Jose, Cal.. saj-s tho Photographic 
Times. At the time of his death 
Jose was 36 years of age. He had 
all his life been an exceedingly active 
man. Among the during characters 
then residing in San Jose none could 
excel him as a rider of wild horses. 
He was also very ingenious, and 
could not only make the finest kinds 
of lariats, but could also use them in 
many original ways. 

One day the daring rider 
grief. By some means he was thrown 
from a wild mustang, and, being 
stunned and made helpless by the 
fall, he was dragged for some dis- 
tance in the stirrups. When finally 
rescued he was in a condition that 
wou>d have boon sure aud almost in- 
stant death to any but a man of won- 
derful nerve and tenacity of life. 

Injured and helpless, he recovered 
sufficiently to realize that he could 
never engage in active pursuits 
again, and he became very moody 
and despondent. A life in which he 
was precluded from daring riding on 
untrained mustangs had no charms 
for him, and in the midst of his suf- 
ferings from internal injuries he 
;made frequent threats of suicide. 
Once in speaking of the matter to an 
intimate friend, who tried to dissuade 
him from the idea, be said that when 
he killed himself it would be done in 
such a manner that no one would 
ever have any more trouble about 
him. It was thought at the time 
that he intended to drown himself In 
the sea. where his body would never 
be recovered. 

Every morning for several weeks 
thereafter Jose crawled away from 
the adobe hut in which he and a num- 
ber of others lived, and came back 
quite late every evening. On these 
trips he took a pick and shovel, and 
occasionally a piece of lumber, no 
one knew for what purpose. Some 
supposed that he was mining some- 
where. By this time he had grown 
so despondent as to be entirely un- 
communicative, and no explanation 
of his conduct could be obtained from 
him. One evening, as was expected, 
the invalid did not return to the 
adobe, and the next day a oearch was 
' in the direction in which he 
went. 

Something like a mile from the 
adobe house the searching party 
found a small clearing in the grass 
and weeds. To the surprise of every- 
one of the party, a rude board box 
about three feet wide and sue feet 
long and about eighteen inches in 
depth was found lying upside down 
in the middle of the open place. The 
box was immediately overturned, but 
nothing but a heap of loose earth 
was found under it. A closer exam- 
ination revealed the fact that at- 
tached to the box were a number of 
pieces of lariat. The explanation of 
all this was a mystery, and at first 
it was not connected with the disap- 
pearance of the Mexican. 
An intimate friend of the 
an then made an explanation which 
is pronounced entirely plausible 
id cleared the mystery. Tlie man 
said that the Mexican, after sustain- 
ing his injury, had been entirely de- 
pendent upon strangers for his sup- 
port and sustenance, and he was " 
termined, if possible, after he .._ 
dead not to give them any more 
trouble. He, therefore, devised a 
scheme by which he could not only 
kill but also, at the same time, bury 
himself. How tho thing was man- 
aged was easily enough determined 
by an inspection of the ground. The 
deceased had dug a grave, a rather 
shallow one, in which his skeleton 
was found some years later. 

After the grave was dug, which 
required some time, owing to the 
feeble condition of the deceased, he 
placed the loose earth in a box that 
had been made for that purpose. 
This earth was packed in as solid as 
possible by being wet and then al- 
lowed to dry again, so that when the 
box was carefully stood on its side 
with the earth toward the ground 
none of it fell out. Several lariats 
were then stretched across from the 
upper side of the box as it lay 
ross the grave to stakes on the

Stamboul by the Frank. Then, for 
a space, there will be trouble and 
turmoil on the earth; all sons of the 
faithful will fly to Scutari as a re- 
fuge; there they, the living and the 
dead alike, will await the day of 
judgment." 

With that, thinking it was a hurt 
to his dignity to parley longer with a 
Giaour, he gathered his robes about 
him, saluted majestically 
passed slowly awav down one of the 
long, broad avenues leading to the 
gates of the cemetery, leaving the 
stranger to wander at his pleasure 
through that forest of tall tomb- 
stones standing erect. 

The coup doeil is picturesque in the 
extreme. As far as one can see, the 
long slender shafts of marble rise 
beneath the shadow of the massive 
cypresses— the tree of Allah the Os- 
manli call it, which points its finger 
to the sky— while the luxuriant vego- 
tation of the east clusters around the 
base of the slabs, emphasizing their 
snowy whiteness and preventing 
them from being too dazzling to the 
eye. 

Each tomb bears its own decora- 
tion. A single leaflet, the drooping 
petals of a rose or graceful frond of 
fern indicate that a female form lies 
below. A turban or a fez shows that 
the dead person was a man. Lamps, 
ostrich eggs, sashes, fringed and 
colored handkerchiefs, of varied hue, 
all have their own signification; 
while here and there will be some 
tall stone, sculptured from end to 
end, its ornamentation in high relief, 
encircled by a number of smaller 
ones, which proves that the father 
of a family— a man of wealth — rests 
here, surrounded by the wives and 
children. A curved scimitar shows 
that a man of war reposes there; an 
anchor marks the sleeping plnce of a 
sailor , a wand of office proves that the 
1 man held some post of com- 
mand. So on, till something is 
learned i f all, even though one may 
not be able to decipher the fantastic 
Arabic characters which tell with 
more detail the history of the dead. 

The terms in which the Turk ex- 
presses his lamentations aro often 
very pathetic especially when they 
refer to the loss of his wife or child. 

Here is one. taken from the tomb 
of a young girl, which effectually 
combats the common Western delu- 
sion that the Osmanli believe that 
women are born without souls or 
hope of a future life.

TOMMY ATKINS' TORTURES. 

Cruel Punishment Ones Inflicted in 
the English Army. 

The duke of Cumberland's general 
orders contain on three consecutive 
days sentences of 800, 500 and 80C 
lashes for thieving, "mutinous ex- 
pressions" and "insolent behavior." 
Three days afterward a sentence of 
"1,000 lashes" is recorded; it is fair 
to say the man deserved to die; but 
death, says Chambers' Journal, 
would have been a merciful pun- 
ishment. 

A martinet of that day might be 
and was a terrible tyrant to his 
men. Strange, out-of-the-way punish- 
ments were inflicted for trifling of- 
fenses, without adding one iota to 
the efficiency of the array. The sol- 
dier might either be "picketed" or 
made to ride the "wooden horse." In 
"picketing" the culprit's naked heel 
rested on a sharpened stake driven 
into the ground, his right wrist and 
right leg being drawn up as high as 
they could be to a hook fixed in an 
adjoining post. The whole weight of 
the body rested on the sharpened 
stake, which, though it did not break 
the skin, inflicted exquisite torture; 
the only means of alleviation was to 
rest the weight on the wrist, the 
pain of which soon became unendur- 
able. Soldiers were frequently sen- 
tenced to stand on the "picket" for a 
quarter of an hour; and in the cav- 
alry it was often inflicted by order of 
the colonel, without authority of 
court-martial. 

The back of the "horse" was 
formed of planks so arranged as to 
form a sharp ridge eight or nine 
feet long. The legs (six or seven 
feet In length) rested on a stand 
moving upon wheels; to complete the 
resemblance a rough wooden head and 
tail were added. The offender was 
placed on the back with his hands 
tied behind him; and to increase the 
punishment a heavy musket was not 
infrequently tied to his legs. This 
punishment, which might be in- 
flicted by sentence of court-martial 
r of a colonel of a regi- 
>ught so much injury tc 
those subjected to its discipline that 
it had to be discontinued. Francis 
Grose tells us that so late as 17G0 the 
remains of a wooden horse were 
standing on the parade at Ports- 
mouth.

TELEPHONE AS~aTr0PHET. 

are ells Temperature Changes and 
a Storm's Approach. 

You have, of course, heard the 
snapping sounds, like the sizzling of 
grease in a frying-pan, in a tele- 
phone, says the New York World. 
Undoubtedly you have also noticed 
that this sound is more pronounced 
during or just before a storm. The 
telephone Ls, in fact, one of the most 
instruments in use, and 
when properly constructed and ad- 
justed is susceptible of extremely 
minute sounds. On account of its 
sensitiveness it is often used as an 
electrical testing instrument for lo- 
cating leaks, etc. 

Tho suggestion is now made to 
utilize the telephone as a barometer. 
This may be accomplished by placing 
the earth five or six yards from 
?h other two bars of iron, split 
and separated at their lower ends, 
so as to increase the surface of con- 
tact. The earth at the face of these 
bars should bo kept saturated with a 
solution of chlorhydrate of ammonia, 
applications once every week or two 
being sufficient. The two bars are 
to be connected by wires with a tele- 
phone. Twelve or fifteen hours be- 
fore a storm a chirping sound will be 
heard in the receiver, which will 
gradually increase as the storm comes 
nearer, finally sounding like the 
pattering of hail on a metal roof. 
Ah each lightning flash a sound like 
a dull blow on the receiver will be 
heard. Previous to changes of tem- 
perature there will be a murmur like 
the distant song of birds.

Queen of Flower* Is of Ancient Line- 
age and Distin B uished History. 

Some indication of the origin of 
lo rose, both in time and in coun- 
y, Is probably given in its name. 
This undoubtedly comes to us 
through the Latin from the Greek 
"rodop," a word which is now 
agreed to be, in the wider sense, 
oriental, not Greek. But to which 
of the two great families of language 
it belongs is less certain. Hcyn 
maintains it to be Iranian— that is, 
that is, of the Aryan family— of the 
older tongue of Persia and Baetria; 
and Persia might unquestionably put 
forward strong claims to be the true 
native country of tho ro»e. But 
Prof. Skeat, who has the majority of 
modern authorities on his side, de- 
clares it to be a pure Semitic word — 
the Arabic "ward," a flowering 
shrub, thus denoting the flower of 
flowers par excellence. It is worth 
noticing that the Persian word "gul" 
similarly meant at first only a per- 
formed flower, but has come to be 
used of the rose alone. ' 'Ut rosa flos 
florum, sic est domnus ista domo- 
rum" is the emphatic way in which 
the inscription over the lovely 
chapter-house at York claims it as 
being the very flower of architec- 
ture. 

But theories, however, of the 
name agree with all other indications 
that we can trace in placing tho 
original home of the rose, much as 
that of our earliest forefathers, on the 
central or western central district of 
Asia; but, instead of spreading only 
in a westerly direction, the rose took, 
apparently, a more catholic view of 
the earth, and expanded impartially 
east and west, without showing any 
reluctance about longitude, while 
disliking the more violent changes of 
temperature implied by an extension 
of latitude. It has been found by 
travelers as far south as Abyssinia 
in one hemisphere and Mexico in the 
other; but it never seems, voluntari 
ly, to come very near to the equator. 
Northward however, nothing seems 
to stop it, since it has conquered Ice- 
land, Greenland and Kamtchatka. 

"In Iceland, so (in) fertile in vege- 
tation that in some parts the natives 
are compelled to feed their horses, 
sheep and oxen on dried fish, we find 
the rose rubiginosa, with its pale, 
solitary, cup-shaped flowers; and in 
Lapland, blooming almost under the 
snow of that severe ,c 
tives seeking mossed 
their reindeer find the roses maialis 
and rubellt, the former of which, 
brilliant In color and of a sweet per- 
fume, enlivens the dreariness of Nor- 
way, Denma rk and Sweden ."
